There 
must  be  a certain  intenseness,  alertness  and 
purposefulness  without  which  success  is  im- 
possible. Peter  echoing  the  teaching  of 
Jesus  said  “girding  up  the  loins  of  your 
mind.”  There  are  people  who  kre  spoken 
of  as  haying  a “screw  loose”  about  them, 
and  some  as  having  “loose  morals.”  There 
are  some  whose  spiritual  habit  needs  girding 
up.  There  is  on  exhibition  in  the  National 
Museum  in  Washington  a group  of  figures 
representing  the  Japanese  soldier  in  differ- 
ent centuries.  It  is  a study  in  evolution 
of  clothes.  One  wonders  how  those  fellows 
of  former  generations  ever  got  ahout  and  did 
anything  with  all  those  flowing  robes.  The 
soldier  of  Japan  today,  like  those  of  other 
nations,  has'  his  clothes  to  fit  close  ahout 
him  and  respond  without  hindering  to  every 
movement  of  the  body.  You  can  see  the  fit- 
ness in  the  old  garments  for  the  exhortation 
to  have  the  loins  girded.  If  he  is  ever  to 
do  anything  lie  must  have  his  loins  girded.

The  Objectivity  of  Prayer. 


Some  say  that  prayer  Is  just  a 
form  of  spiritual  athletics  for  exer- 
cise, but  has  no  potency  In  the  mat- 
ter of  fact  affairs  of  life.  Other 
gracious  and  obliging  Infidels,  some 
of  whom  wear  a Christian  name,  as- 
sure us  that  prayer  really  accom- 
plishes nothing  externally,  but  It 
warms  the  heart  and  makes  the  sup- 
pliant feel  better.
